THE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 


I 


N A BRIEF CQMMENT Sunday upon the Re- 


publican platform The Journal suggested the 


extreme difficulty of dealing with the document se- 
lioush. 
This difficulty lies in the fact that the 


platform miisl be considered in connection with the 
public matters to which it is supposed to refer. If 
it could be segregated from all political questions 
of.fact and regarded merely as an abstract literary 
composition it might be treated seriously enough 
and dismissed with the simple criticism that in parts 
it is somewhat stilted. But party plaforms cannot 
be considered in the abstract. They must be view- 
ed in the light of existing conditions, and the value 
oj the claims and promises made must be deter- 
mined from the party's past actions as well as from 
its pres> nt attitude. Applying this general rule, we 
can only take the Republican State platform in a 
serious vein by assuming that its authors were 
wholly oblivious of the party's past record and pres- 
ent position, besides being grossly ignorant of the 
world's :nductrial history during the la at three de- 
cades. 
Perhaps this is too charitable .a view to 


take oi the mental condition of the band of guile- 
less patriots who framed this immortal declaration 
of pure Repi'Llican doctrine, but The Journal has no 
de-sire to be harsh. 


The platf01 m denies that the Republican party is 


the tool of the trusts, or the ere turc of influences 
iiiimical to the best interests of the country. 
This 


was to be expected. 
It would have been sheer po- 


litical idiocy for the party to plead guilty to cither 
cfia ge. Nevertheless, it is a palpable truth that for 
a decade, at least, the Republican party has been 
the creature of the great financial center in Wall 
>.tieet, which truth has been declared or admitted 
b\ at least tuo-thirds of those who are expected to 
support IV Republican candidates in Nevada on 
the Fourth of November. 
Equally certain is it that 


every giant trust in the country is a supporter of the 
Republic; n party and a contributor to its campaign 
fund. 
If this does not make that partv the tool of 


the trusts, it comes so near to it that the distinction 
is note worth noting. 


Then comes the usual prosperity cr\. "The re- 


storation of Republican supremacy" was the signal 
of renewed industrial activity and the general em- 
ployment of American workingmen trade set out 
upon a new crusade, not to conquer the world but 
to exchange with it upon terms ad\antageous to 
all." 
This i< merely a bit of rhetorical flapdoodle 


in which the writer gave a somewhat vivid inaugu- 
ration full pla\ . 
It might as well have been said 


that the Republican party came into power and 
immediately the sun began to shine, and the rains 
began to fall, \vhen needed, and the grass and grain 
began in grow, and the harvests began to yield 
abundantly ;n this country, while other lands suffer- 
ed frovri short crops, and the gold mines of 
the 


world poured out an ever increasing stream of the 
jellow metal- all because the Republican party had 
oHaiu'ed control in the United States. The state- 
ment, vhough, is fatally defective in that it fails to 
explain what set the wheels of industry in motion 
in Eurojjt about a year before they started here. 
Did the Republican party also do that ? 


The statement that the party has started out on 


a crusade :iot to conquer the world, but to trade 
vith it on terms advantageous to all, must certainly 
be inteiidrd ns a joke, in view of the fact that the 
Republican idea of fair trade has left us without a 
sincere commercial 
friend in the world. 
"Free 


trade" from the Republican point of view means an 
almost imp-ssible tariff in the United States and 
an "oprn door" everywhere else—except, of course, 
in our co'^rr'al possessions. 
If to this rhetorical 


declaration hud been added a statement of 
how 


many hundreds of millions of treasure, and tens of 
thousands of lives have been wasted in the Philip- 
pines with the amount of trade we have secured in 
exchange it v.ould have made a rather interesting 
commercial exhibit. 


Then we are told about the ''war for humanity.'' 


By this we take it is meant the war for the freedom 
.ol Cuba, and not the later struggle in the Philip- 
pines. 
If the platform had satisfactorily explained 


how it can be glorious to give freedom to a million 
and a half (if Cubans, and equally glorious to deny it 
to ten iniPions of just as good people in the Philip- 
pines, it would have cleared up a question of moral 
philosophy th;«t it sorely puzzling many honest men. 


The truh wonderful announcement is made that 


the executive control of the government passed into 
the 
h°nds of Theodore 
Roosevelt without 
the 


slightest jar: and that the policies so splendidly in- 
augurated by Mr. McKinley have been continued 
by Roosevelt. 
Perhaps they have. 
At the same 


time it may not be impertinent for us to inquire 
what has been done toward carrying out President 
McKiiiley's reciprocity policy. 
He negotiated a 


large number of 
reciprocity treaties, and not a 


Mnj;l 
out- of them has been ratified. 
Nor is there 


ihe f lightest piobability that any of them ever will 
be. Aside from the question of colonial expansion. 
reciprocity was the great distinguishing feature of 
President McKinley's policy, and if we have accu- 
rately noted the course of public events, not a single 
Mep has been taken toward the continuing of that 
policy which was intended to make trade a little 
freer, and mote mutually advantageous between our 
own and other countries. 


E\xn reciprocity with Cuba has been blocked, 


•"<! for no better reason than that a Republican 
Senate is unwilling to take off a small portion of 
the duty rn refined sugar, merely because it will 
make a o;t into the outrageous profits of the sugar 
Trust, and this in the face of the admitted fact that 
without tnis reduction 
the American consuming 


public will n.-;t realize the smallest direct advan- 
tage from Cuban reciprocity. 


Next -ve are told that within the first year of 


•President Roosevelt's 
administration five great 


National laws were enacted in all of which he has 
bewn the guiding force and the most powerful fac- 
;or. 
An Indian who waj, 
charged with making 


three statements only one of which was true, an- 
>wercd that "one truth to two lies was pretty good 
for an Injun." ~ In this brief statement the Repub- 
lican platform makers seem to have had an idea 


that if they did as well as an "Injun," it was pretty 
V>o'. for them. 


The five Pleasures named are the inter-oceanic 


crnai, jh establishment of a Cuban Republic, the 
ojganration of civil government in trie Philippines, 
the ic-enactmeiH of the Chinese exclusion law, and 
the law for the irrigation of the arid west. In the 
fust four ol tlte.se measures Mr. Roosevelt was al- 
inoi-t an unknown quantity, save in the most per- 
functory \\a\ . 
If he exerted any influence upon 


the anti ellipse legislation it certainly was not 
in lint with the desires of the Pacific Coast. 
He 


v, as a frtctor of some consequence in the enactment 
of the Irrigation Law. Bin for him an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Republicans in the House would 
ha\e- oppOM d the bill, and possibly have beaten it. 
If Republic ins can find any partisan advantage in 
tl ii fact, they are welcome'to it. 


This fdkcs us through the first paragraph. The 


remainder of the platform, while quite lengthy, is 
not <n\rth the space that would be required to an- 
ah/e and review it. Some of it was borrowed from 
the Democratic-Silver party platforms and although 
it must be ••onsidcrcd second hand matter it is, of 
course, all iij.M. In this class are the recommenda- 
tion ci an eight-hour law, and the election of United 
,'trUi's Senators by direct vote. 


It is a pleasure to observe that our Republican
